That the McNamaras may have been 
in the pay of capitalists, who hired them 
to commit their crimes as a means of 
discrediting labor, was the theory ad- 
vanced by two speakers at Sunday aft- 
ernoon’s Socialist rally. a 

The meeting, held in a hall at Thir- 
teenth street and Chouteau avenue, was 
called for the purpose of expressing 
sympathy for the Los Angeles prisoners, 


but was turned, by their confession, into 
a gathering to denounce them. Resgolu- 
tions favoring severe p'inishment for the 
two were passed. 

Has New Theory. 

“It is not impossible,’’ said L. G. 
Pope, a lawyer, “that the McNamara 
brothers were in the employ of the cap- | 
italists. They might get.two men to 
commit a crime, but they need not think 
that they can disoOrganize labor in any 
such way. 

‘“‘We want to know all that. can be 
learned about the manner in which 
these crimes were conceived, and wheré 
the money came from.’’ 

Miss Fannie Sellens of the garment 
workers, and J. C. Shannessy of the 
barbers, told of their visits to the Mc- 
Namaras, and their belief, at the time 
they saw the two, that they were not 
guilty. 

“IT believe,” said Miss Sellens, ‘‘that 
this confession was trumped up, and 
that these men have sold us out. Cap- 
italists are at the‘bottom of it.’’

Franklin’s Case Put Off. 

The preliminary hearing against Burt 
H. Franklin, an investigator employed 
by the defense in the McNamara case 
charged with bribery, was continued for 
one week today by Justice M. P. Young. 

Former Governor Kenry T. Gage, in 


. asking the continuance, urged that the 
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State use ‘“‘concession and arbitration 
rather than the means resorted to by 
half-crazed cities and states.”’ 

By the end of the week, he said, he 
hoped the State, through independent 
investigation, would establish the con- 
clusion that Franklin had not done any- 
thing wrong. 

“The difference between warfare and 
murder is the difference between whole- 
sale and retail,”’ he said. |

“I sent telegrams to labor leaders 
to come here for an important con- 
ference,” he said, “but I did not and 
could not tell them what it was 
about. I thought they would under- 
stand. I sent one telegram to Sam- 
uel Gompers asking for a representa- 
tive to advise with me. Edward Nock- 
els. secretary of the Chicago Feder- 
ation of Labor, came and was here 
for two weeks previous to the time 
the McNamaras made their confes- 
sion. 

“Nockels also was here shortly 
after the trial began and talked with 
the McNamaras at the county fail. 
He departed soon, however, and did 
not return until a fortnight ago. lle 
denied repeatedly that his second 
visit had anything to do with tne 
case.” 

Attorney Darrow declared today 
that Nockels knew the situation and 
accepted the solution reached as the 
most practicable one. 

Sentence Tuesday, 


The McNamaras are to be sentenced 
tomorrow, but the work of the. prosecu- 
tion here to apprehend other persons in-| 
volved will go on as a corollary to the 
investigation of the Federal Govern- 
ment which is believed to extend over 
a much wider field. 


More arrests and possibly more indict- 
ments when the grand jury is impaneled 
are looked for here as a result of the 
confession of the McNamara brothers 
to participation in a dynamiting conspir- 
acy which destroyed the Los Angeles 
Times and the Lewellyn Iron Works. 

So far as the Times explosion is con- 
cerned, M. A. Schmidt and David Kap- 
lan, against whom indictments jointly 
with the McNamaras were returned nev- 
er have been captured, but information 
today from authoritative sources was 
that they soon would be arrested. Be- 


‘| sides those already indicted, the State 


is reaching out to arrest other culpable 
ones. Most of these are sald to be out 
of the State at present. 


These persons are alleged to have had 
a guilty knowledge of the conspiracy to 
blow up the Times and to have formed 
“the conspiracy ring,’’ as a member of 
the prosecution here phrased it, which 
tlew up the buildings at Oakland, Cal., 
Seattle and other cities on the Pacific 
Coast, 

It is considered possible that investi- 
gations of the Federal Government into 
the interstate conspiracies may cover 
the ground that will bring results also 
desired by the authorities here and the 
State and Federal Governments will 
reciprocate in the handling and gather- 
ing of evidence. 

May be Further Confessions, 
Ortie E. McManigal, the 
State has obtained possession of 
much information c¢oncerning other 
explosions and there have been ru- 
mors that the McNamaras will make 
a full confession implicating co-con- 
spirators. It was said by Attorney 
Joseph Scott, of the McNamara &e- 
fense today that District Attorney 
John D. Fredericks did not demand 
a full confession when the arrange- 
ment was made for them to plead 
guilty and obtain clemency. 

Attorney Scott has been with the 
prisoners most of the time since they 
made their confessions. 

“The McNamaras are bearing their 
burden bravely,” said Scott today. 
“They have a soldier's spirit and are 
ready to take their medicine what- 
ever it be, 

“They feel that a load has been lifted 
from their minds. Among the things

District Attorney Fredericks said to- 
day: 
“TIT have not determined whether I will 


twe defendants. The sentence will, of 
course, be in open court and not else- 
where, as has been erroneously reported. 
It would be impossible to have a secret 
sentence. The court officers can easily 
handle t crowds. 

“tf J. J‘sMcNamara is sentenced only 
for his complicity in the blowing up of 
the Llewellyn Iron Works the murder in- 
dictments will be quashed or otherwise 
disposed of. I do not care to discuss any 
possible investigation of other labor lead- 
ers. 

“The fate of J. J. McNamara, the 
brains of a crew of dynamiters, one of 
the big men of a powerful organ, was 
the center of conflict. The defense was 
willing to sacrifice J. B. MeNamara, the 
poor pawn, if we would set J. J. free. 

“We will never consider any offer un- 
less both are to plead guilty,” was the 
stand I took from the first. 

“We have evidence showing that men 
higher up in union labor circles than 
either of the McNamaras are implicated 
jin the ‘reign of dynamite,’ and we pro- 
pose to develop that evidence and fol- 
low our clews to the end. We will 
find and punish all those that are guil- 
ty.” This statement was made today by 
Assistant District Attorney Joseph 
Ford. 

U. S. Government Aiding. 

“The United States Government and 
California authorities are co-operating 
te uncover one of the most gigantic 
conspiracies ever conceived in the his- 
tory of this country,” he added. 

““‘We know that more evidence against 
higher-ups exists, and much of it has 
been found in Indianapolis within the 
last few days, as has been stated in the 
press dispatches,” he added. ‘Just 
what that evidence is, we are not at lib- 
erty at present to state. But it leads 
in the same direction as the mass of 
evidence in our hands, and it leads to 
places higher up in union circles.” 

“Have you the names of any of the 
higher-ups who are suspected of being 
implicated?” Ford was asked. 

“Yes, we have several names,’ he 
answered. ‘‘Naturally, I cannot make 
them public. More names have been 
obtained in Indianapolis and we expect 
developments soon. I don’t bdlieve it 
would be wise for me to make any fur- 
ther statement.”’ 

“Will the officers of the American 
Federation of Labor be ‘implicated ?” 
Ford was asked. 

“It would not gurprise me if some 
of them found themselves in some 
trouble before the end of this inves- 
tigation.” 

A little later District Attorney Fred- 
ericks said: 

“The prosecution of the higher-ups 
will proceed. I have nothing to do with 
the work outside of my own jurisdic- 
tion, but we are working in harmony 
with the authorities in the East and 
eventually the entire matter will come 
into the hands of Federal authorities.”’

$1000 Monthly Secret Fund for Me- 
Namara Reported, 

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 4.—Detectivé 
William J. Burns is somewhere in 
Ohio today working in connection 
with the McNamara case, seeking 
especially for information, it is be- 
lieved, regarding a fund of $1000 al- 
leged to have been set aside for J. J. 
McNamara monthly by the officers 
and executive committee of the Inter- 
national Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers for. organi- 
zation purposes, but for which he 
was not compelled to account. 

Burns arrived here today but de- 
parted almost immediately. He held a 
conversation with only one person, 
and that was over the telephone. He 
called up Peter Dick, head of his 
agency here, about 9 a. m. 

Dick .refused to tell where Burns 
had gone except to say he was “in 
the State.” He added Burns expected 
to return here this afternoon, Dick 
would not state what was discussed.

ICE TRUST OUSTER 


SUIT FINALLY 10 
BE ARGUED JAN. 2 


After 5% Years Polar Wave 
Case Is Set in Supreme Court 
on Motion. 








ADVANCED ON DOCKET 


Final Decision Expected in From 
Six Months to Two 
Years. 





Five and one-half years after the 
ouster suit was filed in the Circuit 
Court at St. Louis against the Polar 
Wave Ice & Fuel Co.—known as the Ice 
Trust—on a charge of violating the anti- 
trust law of the State, the case has 
not made its appearance on the docket 
of the Missouri Supreme Court. It is 
up on the motion of Attorney-General 
Major to advance the case on the dock- 
el, and by reason of its great import- 
ance, it has been set for argument Jan. 
2, 1012. 

A final decision in the case may be 
reasonably expected within six months 
to two years after it is argued and sub- 
mitted. 

The ouster suit was filed against the 
Polar Wave Ice & Fuel Co. in June, 
1506, by former Circuit Attorney Sager. 
The case was tried before Clifford B. 
Allen as referee, who decided it in favor 
cf the company. The Circuit Attorney, 
four days after the refgree’s decision, 
filed his exceptions to his report, and the 
case was submitted to Judge Shields of 
the St. Louis Circuit Court in May, 1908. 

Issued the Writ of Ouster. 

After having it under advisement 18 
months, Judge Shields, in December, 
1909, overruled the referee’s decision and 


| issued the writ of ouster against the 


company, holding that it had created an 
ice trust in St. Louis, in contravention 
of the statute. 

The company appealed and the case 
went to the Supreme Court in March, 
1910.. It has been pending in the Supreme 
Court for 19 months, and would not 
have been docketed for argument in 
January but for the application of the 
Attorney-General to advance it. 

Sager and Loomis C. Johnson, then an 
assistant circuit atforney, prosecuted the 
case in behalf of the State. Johnson 
has been retained by Attorney-General 
Major to aid him in presenting the case 
@ the Supreme Court. 

Evidence Tends to Show Trust. 

The evidence in the case tended to 
show that the ice and coal companies, 
even before the creation of the Polar 
Wave Ice & Fuel Co., divided. the St. 
Louis territory among themselves, and 
refused to compete with each other for 
business. The Circuit Court held that 
the formation of the Polar Wave was 
illegal, and that the State was justified 
in atlackfhg its charter to do business. 

Briefs have been prepared by the 
State to support the decision of Judge 
Shields. The company was -represented 
in the litigation by, the law firm of 
Nagel & Kirby. ;

Archbishop Glennon, in his sermon at 
the New Cathedral Chapel Sunday, 
spoke against impurity in stage pro- 
ductions and declared luxurious living 
to be a destroyer of spiritual life.

The plans 
are all laid in detail in the first act 
when the girl from the country is made 
an innocent party to the play and under 
a false pretense made to enter an apart- 
ment with the man who is to be 
“badgered.”” The planning of the game 
has the greatest interest of the entire 
riay. It is so carefully planned and the 
audience given every little detail, that 
when the big scene of the play comes 
everything is pulled off so near to 
schedule that the thrills are all taken 
from the climax. This is the vital weak- 
ness of the play in all its development. 
There are too many twice-told tales. 
Absolutely nothing is left to the imag- 
ination, the audience being forewarned 
of all the big developments and on two 
o° three occasions having them ex- 
plained afterward. The only possible 
excuse for this is to teach the lesson in 
criminology and take away any possible 
fear of offensiveness in dealing with a 
subject of such shadowy character, but 
in doing so it lessens the dramatic ef- 
fectiveness of the story, robbing each 
cCliniax of what might otherwise be of 
gripping interest.

One Can’t Help Pitying Poor 
Woman Under a Steady Fire 
of Unmanly Words.

HE too-familiar and unwholesome 
T ‘triangle’ problem is so frankly 
and minutely discussed in “The 
Havoc,” a new play presented by Henry 
Miller at the Century last night, that 
one feels justified in hoping that its pos- 
Sibilities for further stage use are now 

exhausted for many years to come. 

The only excuse advanced for “The 
Havoc” ie tem it trs-2» thin geetiem 
from a new point of view. The husband 
in the present case punishes his guilty 
wife and her lover by compelling them 
to marry and consent to his living with 
them on the same terms of apparent 
friendliness that were oviginally enjoyed 
by the lover. 

With this novel situxt#ea brought Into 
existence, ‘ka wat - 2 BE “EE to 
study the guiMy ctap*> Sev meee 35 a 
physician mip’ 2.36, ea fliuwcoSng 
though revolting protdiem in his own 
line of work. During the progress of 
this contemplation of an evil pair evilly 
mated, the original husband cunningly 
contrives to arouse the jealousy of the 
former lover, now himself the husband, 
deriving .a sardonic delight from the 
latter’s deserved sufferings. 

At every moment of the play’s pro- 
gress the malodorous “triangle’’ align- 
ment ig kept prominently in the spot- 
light, the two men in the case discuss- 
ing its every phase as if it were their 
appointed task to prepare a thesis on 
the subject. 


Apparently they enjoy this more or 
less intellectual exercise very much 
more than does the audience, and cer- 
tainly with a keen relish impossible to 
the wife, who seems to be little consid- 
ered by either, save as one acute point 
of their thesis that may not be ig- 
nored in the argument. 


“For God's sake, permit me to leave 
the room,’’ cries this luckless wife at 
one particularly merciless moment of 
the carefully arranged joint-debate. 
“You can fight it out, both of you, in 
your own beastly way!” 

And ovie quite agrees with her that it 
is a very beastly way indeed. Each of 
the two men is relentiess in his at- 
titude toward the woman. Each seems 
strangely devoid of that masculine im- 
pulsé that leads nearly all male things 
in the animal creation to: fight one 
another to the death where the posses- 
sion of a coveted female is the issue 
at stake. They’d rather talk about the 
matter, it would seem, with the woman 
bearing the brunt of their monstrously 
side-tracked anger and venom. 

At the close of the play it is the orig- 
inal husband who triumphs. The erst- 
while lover, so ironically brevetted to 
the rank of husband, is forced to flee 
the country, a defaulter. The original 
husband then hires the wife as his st2- 
nographer. I ddre assert that this is 
the most pitiful, unconvincing and re- 
pellant victory of virtue over vice that 
the American stage has ever seen.

It is a figure of intellectual, not of 
emotional appeal, however, and, even 
under Mr. Miller’s masterly treatment, 
this Richard Craig never makes a mag- 
netic appeal to his audience.

And so it goes until “The Havoc’s” 
lest curtain falls. Talk—talk—talk—and 
in a crisis of three lives where, surely, 
the least said, the better, if there is to 
be any revelation indicating that either 
the husband or the lover was worth the 
love of even such a woman as the mis- 
erable wife in this depressing story. 

One comes away from this play’s see- 
ing with a sigh of relief. It must be, 
surely, that the “‘triangle’’ situation now 
has no other possible facet upon which 
tu base a new dramatic exposition, If 
this be happily true, then indeed are we 
in the Thanksgiving period.

THE SMALL INVESTOR'S OUTLOOK. 

The Capitol Bonds of Missouri are worth a 
hundred cents on the dollar and a premium, as 
will appear when they are marketed to bidders 
who can afford them. In the “few bids, none 
from St. Louis,” already reported, the bidding 
ran from par to 105, although the bonds draw 
interest only at three and a half per cent and 
are payable in thirteen years. 

Under the Missouri constitution, prohibiting 
any exemption from taxation except on property 
for religious, charitable and educational pur- 
poses, Missouri bonds are taxable. When the 
total tax rate in St. Louis or any other incor- 
porated Missouri town runs to $2.22 on the $100 
it is said that “property is assessed at only two- 
thirds of its value.” But no one returning Mis- 
sourt bonds worth more than par, could rely 
on having their value assessed below par except 
ag @ result of the benevolence of a friendly as- 
sessor, On the face of the situation, bonds on 
which, more than par is bid, are out of reach 
of nearly all Missouri investors.
